With the cost of college tuitions rising and 
students finding it harder to cope with costs, it 
appears many students in Broome and surrounding 
counties are staying closer to home. As of the first 
day of classes, enrollment at Broome Community | 
College is up to 11% over last year’s numbers. 

More than 7,000 students- both full-time and 
part-time, day and evening. 

The numbers are expected to increase during the 
academic year as new students are admitted for the 
spring semester, and for the summer session in 
1982. 

Although enrollment has increased considerably, 
B.C.C. is able to handle the larger number of 
students satisfactorily. Additional classrooms have 
been acquired at the peel School, one 
mile north of the college, and in the Alms House, a 


building on campus which has been refurbished.

During a routine naval exercise, 60 miles off the 
Libyan coast in the Mediterranean, two soviet built 
Libyan planes attacked two United States Navy Jet 
Fighters, also known as the F-14 Tomcats. The 
Libyan planes were shot down,- but fortunately the 
pilots survived. It was the first combat test for the 
Tomcats, who came through without a scratch.
